SHANGHAI RICE SHOPS 
STRIKE. ; 


Still Goes On, But- 
No Disorder. 

Up to noon yesterday, the clas- 
ing of rice shops in the Interna- 
tionat Settlement at Shanghai 
had not been attended with seri- 
ous.oreven unusual incident. The 
situation bas, nevertheless, ele- 
mentsofdanger and developments 
are being most carefully watched 
by the Settlement authorities. 

The fact that two days of the 
strike have passed without incid- 
ent is. of course, explained by the 
ease with which rice may be ob- 
tained, or could be obtained up to 
yesterday, in the French Conces- 
sion and in Chinese torritory. 
Thousands of purchasers, princip- 
ally women, crossed the border 
throughout the day and brought 
back suppies. I: is possible that 
sbops in the French Concession 
may clcese today, further com- 
plicating the situation; but even 
so, if those io Nantso and Cha- 
pei, not affected by the licensing 
order, decice to remain oper 
serious effects of the deadlock 
may be avoided. 

Whitat it is imposstble to fore- 
cast what action the shopkeepers 
on the Chinese side will take, ob- 
viously thhy will be serving their 
own interests by carrying on busi 
ness, which is now extremely 
lucrative. They  therzselves 
wonld be the first to suffer 
seriously should their doors be 
closed, since they slone hold 
stocks of rice and therefore 
their shops would be the 
first to receive attention from a 
crowd too hungry to be scrunu- 
lous in the matter of obtainiog 
food. ot

We hope to protect 
the interests of cot'on merchants 
in case unforeseen crises arise. 
And later we hope to be able ro 
push China's cotton business to 
the benefit of everybody.” 

Mr. Zee hing-yun, vice-chair- 
man who was the sext speaker, 
said the primiry duties of the 
exchange were to enaure the free 
circulation of goods and to effect 
the standardisation of prices. By 
means of judicious classification 
of standards, it would afford the 
producer fac'lities for the market- 
ing of his products at reasonable 
prices even when the prospects of 
the market ware not encourag- 
ing. In this way o barvier was 
ereeted against financial panic 
arising from tbe stagnativn of the 
market. Agesin, @ producer was 


often discouraged by the uncer- 
tainly of disposing of bis goods 
in the absence of customers who 
were prepared to place advance 
orders. But when he bad an ex- 
shange to which he. could turn 
over his goods. he would be re- 
Heved of sacbh anxieticon and he 
could goon producting and buying 
raw materials at attractive prices 


when advantageous occasions 
arose. oo

Regarding the 
arguments in support ur te dating back of “‘stanaard’ 
rents to June 30 unly, they fail to convince, for 1t has 
to be borne im mind that practically all property which has 
changed hands since January Ist. nas peen at speculative 
prices and that rents have been adjusted accordingly. 
‘When the Chamber sugyests that no rent should be twenty 
per cent. more than it was on January Ist. we fail to see 
the reason why such a large margin should ‘be allowed. 
Those who have purchased property since that time will 
have to suffer the penalty of gambliug in a vital necessity, 
a necessity that was becoming so mishandled that the 
Government had:to step in and protect the majority of its 
citizens. Rents on January ist. were quite high enough— 
far too, high. in tact—and we shall be extremely sorry if 
the Government is turned oft its original proposition. In 
"view of the'large meetings and the grateful anticipations 
of the many thousands of tenants we don’t think the Go- 
vernment. will be. . 

Mr. M. K. Lo, in his interesting minority report, took 
opportunity to criticise the Government for what it had 
not done rather than examine the present proposals. We 
certainly do not agree with his contention that this law 
will impair the cuntidence of tradersand merchants and it 
has long since been recognised that the law of supply and 
demand is only good when the supply is not being exploited 
to the public’s detriment by those in whose handsitis. We 
agree with him that the Government is not wholly free from 
blame and that development of the Colony has been retard- 
ed by lack of official turesight.

From the date of the telegram to 
the Freoch Ambassador, it is 
manifest that Paris was cogni- 
sant of the condition of matters 
several months ago, and still 
allowed it to be understood that 
tbe Prench Government was’ bes 
hind the Banque. Xf. Briand has 
gone. so far as to say that an 
extensive consortium may 
formed to take over the Banque’s 
affairs, ao it is still possible 
that there will be some kind of 
reconstruction. Further Paris 
cables, to band this morning, 
indicate that the French Govern- 
ment feels constrained to give the 
mattar the’ most serious con- 
sideration, though it is to be 
hoped that the forecast of partisan 
feuds on the lines of the Panama 
scandal and Pofaire Dreyivs will 
not be realised. 


De Rougement. 


An extraordinary charater has 
passed away in the person of 
Léuis de Rougemont. Twenty 
years or so ago the deceased burst 
into notoriety as lecturer and 
anthor on accountof his alleged 
exploits in the South Seas, 
and a result of some investiga- 
tions was that the adventurer’s 
name came to be used for a time 
in the sense that one spesks of an 
Ananias. Had .nos subsequent 
events tended to modify the 
verdict, the explorer's name might 
by now have taken a place ‘in the 
dictionary as a synonym for a 
fabricator, thus providing another 
exampleof the remarkable ways 
in whieh the vocabulary may be 
auzmented, the mare" curious in 
this instance because De Rouge- 
ment was only the name adopted 
op returning to civilisation. It 
was proved that the adventurer 
had never been ic regions that 
he professed to have explored, 
though he had undoubtedly travel- 
led widely. As he stated after 
his bond fides had been questioned, 
he “embellished” his narratives, 
which, he contended, was only 
what travellers had done. in all 
ages. Some years later he scored 
a species of trtumph at the Lon- 
don Hippodrome, where he rode 
on a.turtle, one of the feats for 
which he had been derided when 
relating bis: experiences. After 
this he again enjoyed a brief 
period o: publicity on account of 
his marriage to a youthful bride, 
De Rougement being by this time 
a septuagenarian; and be figured 
in the Press once more when, 
found. unconscious in the street 
through a seizure, he was 
removed to hospital without 
anybody knowing at firat who he 
was. During the closing phase 
of De Rougemont’s career people 
hardly knew what to make of the 
man, who presented the enigma 
of half chartétan, half hero. Now 
we may draw a veil over his 
defects with the motto, De mortuis 
nil nist bonum,
